The following resolution has been passed by the Board of Supervisors 
of San Mateo county: 

Whereas, At the general election to be held throughout the State of Cali¬ 
fornia on November 5, 1918, Assembly Constitutional Amendment No. 2 will 
appear upon the ballot as 10 in number and under the title of "Borough 
System Permanency”; and 

Whereas, It is of vital importance to the people of this County of San 
Mateo that said amendment shall be adopted; and 

Whereas, In the event that the County of San Mateo shall ever be an¬ 
nexed to the City and County of San Francisco, the people of San Mateo 
county will be helplessly under the domination of the voters of San Fran¬ 
cisco unless the constitutional amendment above mentioned becomes a por¬ 
tion of the organic law of the State of California; and 

Whereas, The purpose of said amendment is to guarantee that once a 
borough system of government is given to this or any other county, it can¬ 
not afterwards be changed either governmentally or territorially without 
the consent of a majority of the voters of such borough, thereby legally 
assuring the autonomy of the borough; and 

Whereas, Efforts have been qiade, and likely will again be attempted to 
annex the County of San Mateo to the City a^d County of San Francisco; and 
Whereas, We believe that it is imperative that safeguards shall be cre¬ 
ated by adopting the constitutional amendment hereinbefore mentioned; and 
Whereas, In the event that said constitutional amendment is adopted, 
and subsequently our county should be annexed to San Francisco, we would 
be protected to the extent that we would have and enjoy self-government. 
Now, therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we, the Board of Supervisors of the County of San Mateo, 
do hereby express our approval of said Constitutional Amendment No. 2 
(No. 10 on ballot, entitled “Borough System Permanency”), and we do hereby 
request the voters of the State of California, and the voters of the County 
of San Mateo particularly, to vote for and in favor of the adoption of said 
constitutional amendment at the general election to be held throughout the 
State of California on November 5, 1918. 

Resolved, That the best interests of the County of San Mateo, of its 
people, its highways, its schools, its public buildings, its public charges and

Official Health Bulletin 
on Influenza. 

LATEST WORD ON SUBJECT. 


Epldsmle Probably Not 8panfsh in 
Origin—Qerm Still Unknown—Peo¬ 
ple Should Guard Against "Droplet 
Infection"—Surgeon General Blue 
Makes Authoritative Statement. 


Washington, D. O.—(Special.)—Al¬ 
though King Alfonso of Spain was 
one of the victims of the Influenaa epi¬ 
demic In 1893 and again this summer, 
Spanish authorities repudiate any 
claim to Influenza as a “Spanish" dis¬ 
ease. If the people of this country do 
not take care the epidemic will be¬ 
come so widespread throughout the 
United States that soon we shall hear 
the disease called “American” Influ¬ 
enza. 

In response to a request for definite 
Information concerning Spanish Influ¬ 
enza, Surgeon General Rupert Blue of 
the U. S. Public Health Service has 
authorized the following official Inter¬ 
view : 

What Is Spanish Influenza? Is It 
something new? Does It come from 
Spaln7 

“The disease now occurring In this 
country and called ‘Spanish Influen¬ 
za’ resembles a very contagious kind 
of ‘cold,’ accompanied by fever, pains

in the head, eyes, ears, back or other 
parts of the body and a feeling of se¬ 
vere sickness. In most of the cases the 
symptoms disappear after three or four- 
days, the patient then rapidly recover¬ 
ing. Some of the patients, however, 
develop pneumonia, or inflammation 
of the ear, or meningitis, and many of 
these complicated cases die. Whether 
this so-called ‘Spanish’ Influenza is 
Identical with the epidemics of intluen- 
zn of earlier years Is not yet'known. 

“Epidemics of Influenza have visited 
this country since 1617. It is interest¬ 
ing to know that this first epidemic 
was brought here from Valencia, 
Spain. Since that time there have 
been numerous epidemics of the dis¬ 
ease. In 1889 and 1890 an epidemic 
of influenza, starting somewhere in the 
Orient, spread first to Russia and 
thence over practically the entire civ¬ 
ilized world. Three years later there 
was another flare-up of the disease. ’ 
Both times the epidemic spread wide¬ 
ly over the United States. 

“Although tiie present epidemic is 
called ‘Spanish influenza,’ there is no 
reason to believe tliut it originated in 
Spain. Some writers who have studied 
the question believe that the epidemic 
came from the Orient and they call at¬ 
tention to the fact that the Germans 
mention the disease as occurring along 
the eastern front in the summer anti 
fall of 1917.” 

How can “Spanish influenza" be rec¬ 
ognized? 

“There is as yet no certain way In 
which a single case of ‘Spanish Influ¬ 
enza’ can be recognized. On the oth¬ 
er hand, recognition Is easy where 
there is a group of cases. In contrast 
to the outbreaks of ordinary coughs 
and colds, which usually occur in the 
cold months, epidemics of Influenza 
may occur at any season «f the year. 
Thus the present epidemic raged most 
intensely in Europe in May, June and j 
July. Moreover, In the case of ordi- ! 
nary colds, the general symptoms 
(fever, pain, depression) are by no 
means as severe or as sudden In their 
onset as they are In Influenza. Flnal- 
ly, ordinary colds do not spread 
through the community so rapidly or 
so extensively as does influenza.

with this comes a fever in which the 
temperature rises to 100 to 104. In 

U most cases the pulse remains relative¬ 
ly slow. 

“In appearance one Is struck by the 
fact that the patient looks sick. His 
eyes and the Inner side of his eyelids 
may be slightly ‘bloodshot.’ or ‘con¬ 
gested,’ as the doctors say. There 
may be running from the nose, or 
there may be some cough. These signs 
of a cold may not be marked; never¬ 
theless the patient looks and feels very 
sick. 

_ "In addition to the appearance and 
«• the symptoms as already described, 
examination of the patient’s blood may 
aid the physician In recognizing ‘Span- 
In i6b Influenza,’ for It has been found 
,o_ that in this disease the number of 
white corpuscles shows little or no in¬ 
crease above the normal. It Is poesi- 
ble that the laboratory Investigations 
now being made through the National 
Research Council and the United 
States Hygienic Laboratory will fur- 
l1 * nl«b a more certain way In which Indi¬ 
es vldual cases of this disease can be 
> 1 - recognized.”

s- “Ordinarily, the fever lasts from 
lo three to four days and the patient re- 
e- covers.

When death oc¬ 
curs It Is usually tbs result of a com- 
te plication.”

“Bacteriologists who have studied In- 
^ fiuenza epidemics In the past have 
found In many of the cases a very 
It Small rod-shaped germ called, after Its 
« discoverer, Pfeiffer’s bacillus. In other 
cases of apparently the satne kind of 
!s disease there were found pneumococci, 
the germs of lobar pneumonia. Still 
^ others have been caused by strepto¬ 
cocci, and by others germs ^wlth long 
names. 

“No matter what particular kind of 
germ causes the epidemic, it is now 
believed that influenza is always 
spread from person to person, the 
germs being carried with the air along 
with the very small droplets of mucus, 
expelled by coughing or sneezing, 
forceful talking, and the like by' one 
who already has the germs of the dis¬ 
ease. They may also be carried about 
■ In the air in the form of dust coining 
I I from dried mucus, from coughing and 
j sneezing, or from careless people who 
spit on the floor and on the sidewalk. 
As In most other catching diseases, a 
person who has only a mild attack of 
r the disease himself may give a very 
. severe attack lo others.” 

What should be done by those who 
r catch the disease? 

“It is very important that every per- 
, son who becomes sick with Influenza 
i should go home a.t once and go to bed. 
f This will help keep away dangerous 
. complications and will, at the same 
j time, keep the patient from scattering 
the disease far and wide. It is highly 
desirable that no one be allowed to 
sleep in the same room with tlie pa- ! 
I tient. In fact, no one but the uurse 
- should be allowed in the room. 

' “If there is cough and sputum or 

, running of the eyes and nose, care 
, should he taken that all such dis- ! 
. charges are collected on bits of gauze 
, o” rag or paper napkins und burned. 1 
If the patient complains of fever and t 
headache, lie should be given water to ( 
1 drink, u cold compress to the forehead r 
and a light sponge. Only such medl- , 
! cine should be given as Is prescribed 
, ’ by the doctor. It is foolish to ask the * 
druggist to prescribe and may be dan- £ 
gerous to take the so-called ‘safe, sure 
and harmless' remedies advertised by r 
patent medicine manufacturers. I 

“If the patient is so situated that he j 
can be attended only by some one who 
must also look after others in the fain- 1 
ily, It is advisable that such attendant 1 
wear a wrapper, apron or gown over * 
the ordinary house clothes while in the t 
sick room and slip this off when leav- t 
lug to Jock after the others. j 

“Nurses and attendants will do well ], 
to guard against - breathing in danger- a 
ous disease germs by wearing a simple 
fold of gauze or mnsk while near the 
patient.” ® 

Will e person who has had influenza 
before catch the disease again? 

“It Is well known that an attack of d 
measles or scarlet fever or smallpox 
usually protects a person against an- f 
other attack of the same disease. This ° 
appears not to be true of ‘Spanish in- e 
, fluenza.’ According to newspaper re- b 
| ports the King of Spain suffered an C 
; attack of influenza during the epi- p 
demic thirty years ago, and was again 
stricken during the recent outbreak in , 
Spain.” 

How can one guard against Influ¬ 
enza? 

“In guarding agnlnst disease of all “] 
kinds. It Is Important that the body be s < 
kept strong and able to fight off dis- „j 
ease germs. This can be done by hav¬ 
ing a proper proportion of work, play ' 
and rest, by keeping the body well 
clothed; apd by eating suffldeul whole- at 


some and properly selected food. In 
connection with diet. It is well to re¬ 
member that milk is one of the best 
all-around foods obtainable tor adults 
as well as children. So far as a dis¬ 
ease like Influenza Is concerned, health 
authorities everywhere recognize the 
very close relation between Its spread 
and overcrowded homes. While It is 
not always possible, especially In 
times like the present, to avoid such 
overcrowding, people should consider 
the health danger and make every 
effort to reduce the home overcrowd¬ 
ing to a minimum. The value of fresh 
air through open windows cannot be 
over emphasized. 

“When crowding is unavoidable, us 
In street oars, care should he taken to 
beep the face so turned as not to in¬ 
hale directly the air breathed out by 
another person. 

“It Is especially important to be¬ 
ware of the person who coughs or 
sneezes without covering his mouth 
and nose. It also follows that one 
should keep out of crowds and stuffy 
places as much as possible, keep 
homes, offices and workshops well 
aired, spend some time out of doors 
each day, walk to work If at all prac¬ 
ticable—In short, make every possible 
effort to breathe as much pure air as 
possible. 

“In all health matters follow the ad¬ 
vice of your doctor and obey the regu¬ 
lations of your local and state health 
officers.” 

“Cover up each cough and sneeze, 

If yog don’t you’ll spread disease.”

RECENT INS HELP 
WATER SITUATION 


POWER ADMINISTRATOR CANCELS 
ORDER PROHIBITING USE OF 
ELECTRIC ENERGY. 


The recent rains have supplied the 
power companies with sufficient water 
to relieve the power shortage which 
has existed for the past several 
months, and the Power Administrator 
appointed by the Railroad Commission 
has issued an order, effective October 
14, 1918, canceling orders heretofore 
issued by him, removing all restric¬ 
tions from the use of electrical energy 
for advertisements, notices, signs, ex¬ 
terior illumination or ornamentation 
of buildings, show window^, lights in 
the interior of stores and offices, 
street lighting, etc. After October 14, 
therefore, all restrictions on the use 
of electrical energy by the Power 
Administrator will have been re¬ 
moved, except orders issued restrict¬ 
ing the use of electrical energy by 
breweries. 

The Fuel Administrator’s order re¬ 
stricting the use of electrical energy 
for street lights, signs, etc., will, 
however, still be in force. These re¬ 
strictions of the Fuel Administrator 
prohibit the use of electrical energy 
for display advertising, announce¬ 
ments, signs, show windows, or ex¬ 
terior illumination of buildings on 
Monday and Tuesday nights only, and 
continue to restrict the street lighting 
to that necessary for safety. 

The effect of the above changes will 
be to permit signs, show windows, 
and such advertising or display light¬ 
ing to burn five nights of the week 
now instead of only two nights, as has 
been the case during the past two 
months.

The fair name of baseball is not 
retrieved by a few honorable exceptions among the rank of baseball stars; 
they are not numerous enough. 

And it is not only in the world of baseball that human values must be 
graded anew. 


Goshute Indians have left their reservation in Utah and gone upon the war¬ 
path for the third time in eighteen months. The Home Guards will probably 
receive orders to “Go shoot ’em.” 

And now they tell us that Spanish influenza, despite its name, comes 
straight from the Orient. A name has not much significance. For in¬ 
stance, we have always known that German Kultur, despite its name, came 
direct from the devil.

The question is not merely whether the suffrage should be extended, but 
whether it should not in certain cases be restricted. The intrinsic value 
of the average woman’s opinion on public questions we are too discreet—or 
too timid—to discuss here. But what about the opinion of the average man? 
Maie voters are not all barroom derelicts—but Still less are they all authori- 
ties on the philosophy of government. 

Examination tests, applied to males and females alike, have often been 
suggested, but always with caution. Not many candidates for office have 
the nerve to tell a mass-meeting of male voters that he favors the exclusion 
of some of them from the ballot.

II. In Their Titlee. 

Are the numerals “II.” unlucky when 
they follow the name of a monarch? It 
would seem so. 

Of the four living European rulers 
and ex-rulers so characterized two, the 
Gzar Nicholas II. of Russia and Sultan 
Abdul Hamid II. of Turkey, are de¬ 
posed and prisoners. The third, King 
Manuel II. of Portugal, has been de¬ 
prived of bis throne by his people, 
while the fourth, the Kaiser Wilhelm 
II. of Germany, has more than a gen¬ 
erous share of troubles of his own. 

History, too, curiously enough, tells 
the same story. Alexander II. of Rus¬ 
sia was blown to bits by nihilist bombs 
In 1881, Louis II. of Bavaria was 
drowned in 1886. Charles II. of France 
was strangled. James II. of Scotland 
was killed in battle. Napoleon II., hav¬ 
ing lost bis throne, died in exile. 

Among British mouarchs Harold II., 
the last of the Saxon kings, fell at 
Hastings. Edward II. was cruelly 
murdered in prison at the Instigation 
of bis own wife, and a similar fate like¬ 
wise overtook Richard II. William II. 
was murdered. James II. lost his king¬ 
dom and his crown at the battle of the 
Boyne. His brother, Charles II., killed 
himself by his debaucheries. 

The above are but sample instances, 
culled at haphazard from history. There 
are many others.—London Telegraph.

These 
reception houses 
are placed at the 
entrance to the 
cantonments for 
the use of woman 
visiting their sol¬ 
dier relatives. So 
necessary have 
these proved that 
tents and bor 
rowed rooms were 
pressed into use 
until houses could 
be built. Often 
the Association 
rooms in the near¬ 
est town were 
turned temporar¬ 
ily into hostess houses. 

"We put up an extra cot,” re- 
IHjrted one western secretary, who re¬ 
turned to tell the War Work Coun¬ 
cil the special needs of her commun¬ 
ity, “for an old Lithuanian mother 
who came a hundred miles to see her 
boy In camp. She cannot apeak a 
word of English and she has to have 
her old black pipe every hour. Bui 
her boy loves her. 

“Another charge bestowed upon us 
Is the girl-wife of a ‘bootlegger’ ar¬ 
rested for selling whisky to soldiers. 
He was wild with anxiety about her 
till we said we would look after hei. 

“A thirteen-year-old imp has just 
been turned over to our care. She 
ran away from a convent, and. be¬ 
ing adventurous, made straight for 
camp.” 

Any hostess can tell you heart¬ 
breaking stories of times when the 


hostess house has been the refuge 
of stnicken women. She can tell you 
also of incidents when the hostess 
house has brought about a happy end¬ 
ing. 

Prayers of gratitude for the Host¬ 
ess House are murmured every night 
in many towus by women who are of 
no particular importance to any one 
except to some man in the army— 
and to God. 

The commandants of the camps are 
as appreciative of the hostess houses 
us is the most forlorn woman. No 
I house Is erected except at the direct 
request of the commanding officer. 
Fifty-four houses are now in use. 
others are being built as fast as lum¬ 
ber and carpenters can he secured. 

Each house has Its individuality. 
The plans for the building at Camp 
Gordon, Atlanta, Georgia, were re¬ 
drawn by Miss Fay Kellogg In order 
to save three magnificent oak trees. 
A fine old 8outhern mansion secured 
for the Young Women's Christian As¬ 
sociation headquarters at Petersburg, 
Virginia, is as popular with the sol¬ 
diers from Camp Lee as is the official 
hostess house. 

The hostess houses serve the entire 
nation. 

The work with girls is one of the 
most important functions of the War 
Work Council. It deals with all kinds 
Of work with girls. Girls in small 
towns, in cities, in country villages, 
and in the great manufacturing cen¬ 
ters are all touched by the unusual 
conditions of a country in a state of 
war preparation. Their patriotism 
may urge them toward unexpected pit- 
fallB. Their very enthusiasm leads 
them into danger.

A FEW LEFTOVERS AND OTHER 
THINGS. . 

A most appetizing dish of hash may 
be made using the boiled vegetables 
from a boiled dinner 
with some of the meat 
all chopped fine arid 
mixed with a little of the 
liquor from the kettle 
which should always be 
saved for this purpose. 
Have a hot frying pan 
well greased with drip¬ 
pings, then turn in the 
chopped mixture. Add 
the liquor, cover and let 
stand on l lie back of the stove to 
simmer until hot and of the right con¬ 
sistency to serve. 

Cheese Rolls.—Slice a rather fresh 
loaT of bread very thin, removing the 
crusts. Cream together a small jar of 
pimento cheese or, if made at home, 
adding tin* pimontoes to a rich cheese, 
soften with a little cream or butter if 
needed, add a half cupful of finely 
chopped nut meats and spread the 
slices with this. Roll up and skewer 
with tootli picks. Put into a hot oven 
to toast. Serve with salad, or tea. 

Scrambled Rice With Bacon. —Fry 
until crisp twelve slices of bacon, pour 
off half the fat and put the bacon 
aside in a warm place. Mix tiftether 
three beaten eggs, three cupfuls of rice 
well cooked and salt and pepper to 
taHte. Pour it into the hot bacon fat left 
In the pan and scramble. Heap In a 
mound on hot platter with the bacon 
around the rice. 

Hash Cakes.— Take a pint of well- 
seasoned mashed potatoes and mix 
with one onion finely chopped and a 
half cupful or more of finely minced 
ham. Form Into cakes and brown In 
bacon fat. The cakes may be rolled 
In barley Hour or eornmeal, which 
gives them a tine crust and ulso adds 
to their nutriment. 

When the salad dressing has extract¬ 
ed the juices from the vegetable, mak¬ 
ing it too watery for a dainty salad, 
just break up a few small salty crack- 
cYs and stir into the salad to absorb 
the excess of liquid. 

Cabbage Omelet. —Take two cupfuls 
of hot cooked cabbage, add a table- 
spoonful of drippings, and a fourth of 
a cupful of cream, then add two eggs 
well beaten; mix and pour into a well- 
greased frying pan and cook until deli¬ 
cately brown on the under side. Put 
Into the oven to cook on top, then fold 
and turn on a hot platter.

THE “CLOWN QUINCE” WRITES 
LETTER TELLING WHY THEY RUN FROM YANKS 
TO PROUD PAPA KAISER BILL 


The crown prince, whose army made a "glorious retreat” recently for 
“strategical reasons,” has written this letter to his father, the Kaiser, ex¬ 
plaining the situation on the battle front: 

“On the Run Somewhere In France, August 2 Times. 

Dear Papa: I am writing you on the run as the brave and glorious 
soldiers under my command have not seen the Rhine for so long that they 
have started that way, and, of course, I am going mit dem.

But dey are offel reckless mit dere guns 
and ven dey come towards us it was den dat my men took a notion dey 
vanted to go back to de dear old Rhine. Ve don’t like de little old dirty 
Marne river, anyhow. And, oh, pap, dem Americans use such offel language. 
Dey know nothing of kultur and say such offel dings right before us. And 
dey talk blasphemy. Vat you think dey said right in front of my face? One 
big husky from a place dey call Kansas, he said, Oh, papa, I hate to tell you 
vat offel ding he said—but I can’t help it. He said ‘To hell mit der kaiser!’ 

I didn’t tink anybody would say such an offel flng. It made me so mad! I 
wouldn t stand and hear such an offel ding, so I turned round and run mit 
de odder boys. Vas 1 right, vat? Un, oh, papa, you know dem breastplates 
vat you sent us. Can you some some to put on our backs? You know ve are 
going de odder vey now and breastplates aro no good for the cowardly 
Americans. Some of our boys took off der breastplates and put ’em behind 
but de fool Americans are playing ‘De Star-Spangled Banner’ mit machine 
guns on dem plates. Can’t you help us? You remember In your speech 
• vou | said nothing could stand before de brave German soldiers. Oh, pap, I 
don't believe dose Ignorant Americans ever read your speech, for de run 
after us just like ve vas a lot of rabbits—vot you tink of dat? Can’t you 
send some of your speeches right away? Dey don’t know how terrible ve 
are. Can’t you move my army back to Belgium vere ve von all our glory? 
My men can vip all de vimmen and children dat de Belgians bring up. But 
de Americans are so rough and ignorant! Ve can’t make ’em understand 
dat ve are de greatest soldiers on earth and ven ve try to sing ‘Deutschland 
Uber Alles dey laugh like a lot of monkeys. But ve are getting de best of 
de Americans. Ve can outrun dem. Papa, if ve are not de best fighters on 
earth ve are sure de best runners. Nobody can keep up mit us ven ve tink 

of der dear old Rhine, and my army never did tink so much of dot dear old 
river.

HOOVER HUNS, 

MUST SAVE FOOD 

m ■ - — ■ ■ 

Victory and Peace Talk 
Increase Need for 
Conservation. 

Issued by United 8tatee Food 
Administration. 

“Grave danger" to the effectiveness 
of the new food conservation program 
is feared as a result of the victories 
en the western front and the capitu¬ 
lation of Bulgaria, according to a 
message received by the California 
Food Administration from Herbert 
Hoover, 

Warning the nation against a relax¬ 
ation of effort on the one hand, and 
appealing for even greater conserva¬ 
tion of food, Hoover said: 

“The victories do not increase our 
food supplies. On the contrary, peace 
will add to the burden thrown upon 
our resources because the people 
who make peace must be fed. 

“We are pledged te deliver the Al¬ 
lies 16,000,900 tons of foodstuffs prior 
to next June. To achieve this it will 
require constant conservation. The 
seoond year of our participation in 
the war brings us a broader plan te 
effect the imperative savings. Not 
so much emphasis on this particu¬ 
lar item and that particular Item of 
foods, but a steady pressure of care¬ 
ful and thrifty conservation, along 
with the elimination of all waste. We 
cannot hope to increase our last 
year’s food exports to the Allies with¬ 
out curtailing our own consumption. 

"With the approach of winter pence 
and rumors of peace will be talked 
of, and with this there is an impulse 
to let up a little in all our war food 
program. This way danger lies. Not 
until the war is won can we afford 
to let our efforts lax, even tempo¬ 
rarily. 

"Our reserves must be great enough 
to protect us against possible short 
crops; great enough to make up for 
the shortened production as men are 
drawn from the farms to serve in the 
army; great enough to maintain sup¬ 
plies for our army and navy and the 
Allies no matter how gravely oui 
shipping may be harassed in some 
evil month by submarines. 

“We must drive home to our people 
the absolute necessity of greater con 
servation, more self-sacrifice individ 
ually, and more intense economy in 
the consumption and handling of food 
stuffs if we are to meet the demands 
laid upon us by the war.” 

Hold Wheat for 

Government Price 

Federal Food Administrator Her 
bert C. Hoover, through the Califor 
nia Food Administration, has cau 
tioned farmers against selling theii 
wheat at a price lower than that fixed 
by the government. 

The slow movement of the grain 
and the temporary slack in the mar 
Uet, which has occasioned alarm on 
the part of some growers, was ex 
plained by Hoover as follows: 

‘‘The enlarged demands by General 
Pershing for military supplies result 
ing from his p ogress on the Western 
Front, has necessitated temporary di 
version of grain ships for this service 
This has temporarily curtailed wheal 
movement from the seaboard and has 
filled seaboard and terminal elevators 
—thus checking movement. 

“It has been reported that some 
farmers have become panicky and are 
selling wheat at less than the gov 
ernment price. There is no ocea 
sion for this. The wheat will all be 
moved and the full price secured by 
ail farmers, if they will have a little 
patience.” 

Housewives Urged to 
Buy Victory Flour 

The new “Victory Mixed” flour 
which contains the required 20 pel 
cent substitutes, has been placed on 
the market and can.be purchased by 
housewives at the majority of gro 
cers throughout the state and na 
tion, it was announced today by the 
United States Food Administration 
for California. 

This Hour, which is standardized ac 
cording to government formula, will 
be sold at the same price as pure 
wheat flour. It will be labeled “Vic¬ 
tory Mixed” and when it is used no 
other substitutes are required. While 
there are no restrictions regarding the 
quantity that may be bought at one 
time, the food administration urges 
economy in its purchase and use. 

Pure wheat flour may still be pur 
chased at the ratio of four pounds to 
one pound of substitutes, but the use 
of “Victory Mixed” wherever possible 
is urged by the food administration. 

Use of the “Victory Mixed” will 
save the housewife the trouble of 
buying and mixing substitutes with 
wheat flour, withojt entailing addi¬ 
tional cost. 


Winter Supplies 

May Be Purchased 

Ranchers and others living in re¬ 
mote or inaccessible parts of the state 
may now obtain sufficient quantities 
of foodstuffs to last them through the 
winter by application to their local 
food administrators. The general or¬ 
ders restricting the amounts of flour, 
sugar and other foods, which can be 
purchased at one time, were modified 
to save from undue hardship those 
who will be isolated during bad 
weather. County administrators, how¬ 
ever, will grant permits for such 
quantity purchases only after thor¬ 
ough investigation of each case. The 
ruling applies alBo to dealers in food.
